Then there was the question 
of tighter money, ‘The  ¢x- 
pected increase in the prime 
banking rate and the Federal 
discount rate failed to 
materialise last week but it was 
accepted as odeing “duc” any 
fime, This view wes based on 
the continuing healthy demand 
for loans. Tighter credit would
